An A& to empower the Governor and Company of 
the Bank of England to purchafe certain Houfes 
and Ground contiguous to the Bank of England, 
and to enable them to improve ‘certain Avenues

HEREAS by virtue of the Powers and Authorities granted Preamble. 


: WV by feveral Acts of Parliament, made in the Fourth, Fifth, 
s __ Sixth, Twenty-firft, and Thirty-third Years of the Reign of 
«His prefent Majefty, foundry Houfes, Ground, Hereditaments, and Pre- 

* mifes, were purchafed by and vefted in the Governor and Company of 

the Bank of England, and the Edifice called The Bank of England was 

‘very much enlarged and extended, and the Paflages leading thereto made © 
more-commodions for the Publick : And whereas, in confequence of the 

great Increafe of the Publick Debt, and of the Publick Bufinefs tranfacted - 

by the faid Governor and Company, and alfo the Extenfion of their Deal- 
ings and Tranfactions with Individuals, the Scite upon which the faid Ed'- 
fice now ftands is inadequate to enable the faid Governor and Company to 
erect fafe, proper, and convenient Offices for the Tranfaction and Manage- 
ment of the important Concerns placed under their Management and Di- 
[ Loc, & Per.) 19 C-. rection : 
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2 -rection: And whereas the Avenue leading to and adjoining The Bank of 
England on the Weft Side thereof, called Princes Street, is now very nar- 
row and crooked, infomuch that if the Houles onthe Weft Side thereof, _ 
oppofite to The Bank of England, thould take Fire, the Safety of the faid © 
Edifice would be greatly endangered; and it being of great publick Im- 
portance that the faid Avenue fhould be widened and made more commo- 
dious, the faid Governor and Company are defirous fo to do, and in par. 
ticular to continue the faid Avenue in a ftraight Line from the South End 
of Princes Street to Lethbury, on the Eaft Side of the'faid Street, and to 
widen the fame on the Weft Side thereof, from and including the prefent 
Scite of the: Houfe N° 25. in the faid Street, to Lothbury, fo as 
‘to make the faid Street in that Part Forty. Feet wide at the leaft, and to- 
purchafe all the Houfes, Ground, and Premifes requifite for that Purpole, 
and:to make ghe Ground which will remain after the faid Street or Avenue 
fhall be fo improved as’ aforefaid, Part of the Scite of The Bank, thereby | 
to enable the faid Governor and Company to enlarge and extend the 
- Publick Offices thereof: And whereas the South End of Bartholomew | 
. Lang, appolige the Sourh-eaft Corner of the faid Edifice, and immediately 
f franting the North Gate ofthe Royal Exchange, is very narrow and in- 
commodious, and the faid Governor and Company are defirous of pur- 
chafing Four Houfes, forming the South-eaft Corner of the faid Street 
called “Bartholomew Lane, for the Purpofe of taking down the fame, in 
. Otdet to widen and render more commodious the Avenue on. the Eatt 
Side of the Bank; and to render the faid Improvement complete, it 
will be requifite to make a Foot Paflage through the lower Part of the 
- Tower of Saint Bartholomew Church, adjoining the faid Houfes: And 
whereas the faid Four Houfes and Buildings which form the South. . 
eaft Corner of Saint Bartholomew Lane, are Part of the Glebe belonging 
to the Rectory of the Parifh Church, of Sajnt Bartholomew, and the perpe- 
tual Advowfon of, and Right of Prefentation to, the faid ReGtory belongs 
to His Majetty ; and the faid Parifh.and Rettory is within. the Diocefe. of. 
. ' London, and fubje& to the ordinary Juri(diction and Vifitation of the Lord . 
- « . Bithop of London for the Time being ; and the Reverend Grabam Hanmer, 
Clerk, is the prefent Retor: And whereas great Part of the faid Premifes. 
in Princes Street and Lothbury, and in the Court called Drapers Court, 
herein-after mentioned, are the Property of corporate Companies, and are ~ 
fubject to charitable or other Ufes, and-other Parts thereof are comprifed 
'- in Marriage Settlements, or otherwife fo limited, that a good Title can- 
a not be made thereto, and other Impediments prevent the faid Governor . 
ia and Company from purchafing the faid Premifes, without the Aid and 
test Authority of Parliament: May it therefore pleafe Your Majefty thac it* 
may be enacted; and be it-enacted by the King’s moft Excellent Majefty, 
by and with the.Advice'and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
gral, and Commons, in this prefent Parliament affembled, and by thé
